ISLES OF LEGENDS 
This group of 99 islands lying off the 


northwest coast of Peninsular Malaysia 
offers some of the loveliest and most 
beautiful scenery to be found in the 
country. Green jungles begin from 
the golden beaches and rise to mist- 
covered mountain peaks. From the 
beginning you will sense the mystery 
of this land of legends. 

The jungle blooms with wild 
orchids, some not to be found any- 
where else in Malaysia and colourful 
butterflies vie with the exotic brilliance 
of tropical flowers. 

For those who prefer a more quiet 
and secluded holiday, the many 
beaches of Langkawi with their sandy 
beaches, golden sands and tropical 
jungle ight to the edge of the sea are 
irresistible. 

Those who prefer more vigorous 
activities can find facilities for fishing, 
skin-diving, hill-climbing and cave 
exploration. Do remember to take 
home gifts and souvenirs for Langkawi 
is now a duty free island. 


Sightseeing 

Langkawi has been aptly named 
“The Land of Legends”. The scenic 
beauty of many sites in the islands 
is enhanced by fascinating legends. 

Tasek Dayang Bunting (The Lake 
of the Pregnant Maiden) ts a fresh 
water lake on the island of Dayang 
Bunting, the second largest island in 
the group. 

Legend has it that a married couple 
who had been childless for nineteen 
years came to this lake. The wife drank 
some water from this lake and in due 
course gave birth to a baby girl. Some 
locals also tell the story of a princess 
from the state of Kedah who drowned 
herself when she was not allowed to 
marry the man she loved. 

The Tomb of Mahsuri is a must for 
lovers of folklore. The story goes that 
a Malay princess was executed for 
adultery. But she proved her innocence 


when white blood streamed from her 
body at the execution. Today her tomb 
has become a shrine. 

Apart from Tasek Dayang Bunting 
and The Tomb of Mahsuri, there is 
Gua Cherita (The Cave of Stories). 
an old cave inscribed with ancient 
writing from the holy Koran, the 
Waterfall with Seven Pools which 
is a popular holiday hideaway for 
Malaysian tourists, a marble quarry 
and also Gua Langsir near where a lot 
of marble-shaped pebbles are found. 


How to get there 
You can get to Langkawi by air or 
ferry. 


From Penang 

By air: MAS flies daily from Kuala 
Lumpur to Langkawi via Penang. The 
one-way fares are as follows:

By sea: Six ferry boats and a hovercraft 
provide scheduled crossing between 
Kuala Perlis and Langkawi. The fare 
varies from M$4.50 to M$10.00 reflect- 
ing the speed of the service. The 
slowest ferry takes 134 hours while the 
hovercraft, the fastest, takes approxi- 
mately 35 minutes. 


Note: On Langkawi island, taxis 
operate from the landing point to 
Kuah, the main town. The fare 15 
$1.00 per head on a shared taxi basis.

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PEARL OF THE 
ORIENT 


Penang Island has always been a 
favourite retreat for those familiar 
with its beauty. Itis an unspoilt tropical 
island in the sun where food and tap 
water are safe and English is widely 
spoken as is the case with most parts 
of Peninsular Malaysia. Situated just 
3 kilometres off the northwest coast 
of Peninsular Malaysia, Penang is no 
more than a jet-hour away from most 
major capital cities of Southeast Asia. 

The hub of Penang Island is the 
city of Georgetown, its capital, where 
half a million people representing 
almost all the major civilizations and 
religions of the world have created a 
new, unique, immensely varied and 
exciting society. Here, history and 
culture are represented by a fascinating 
mixture of Malay, Chinese, Indian 
and British colonial art and archi- 
tecture. It is also a gourmet’s heaven, 
where one can sample almost all the 
best delicacies of both east and west. 

Penang is. in many ways unique. 
On the one hand it is a quiet holiday 
resort with world-renowned stretciies 
of clean, golden beaches and cool 
jungle walks high up in the hills. On 
the other it is a sophisticated metro- 
polis with centuries of experience in 
trade and commerce with all parts of 
the world. Penang has all the excite- 
ment and all the amenities to offer for 
a perfect holiday. Little wonder there- 
fore that visitors have fondly described 
it as “Pearl of the Orient” and 
“Emerald Isle”. 


The beaches 

The best way for a visitor to see 
the beautiful beaches of Penang is 
to take a drive round the island, a 
distance of a little more than 64 kilo- 
metres. Proceeding from the city of 
Georgetown, you drive towards the 
town of Bagan Jermal. The road 
parallels the coast and passes by the 
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Penang Bridge 


fishing village of Tanjong Tokong 
from where the fine beaches spread 
all along the coast. The beaches of 
Tanjong Bungah (Cape of Flowers), 
Batu Feringgi (Portuguese Rock), 
Teluk Bahang (The Glowing Bay), 
overshadowed and protected by Muka 
Head, all have soft, golden sands 
secluded between rocky promontories 
and shaded by coconut trees and 
casuarinas. They have made Penang 
world-renowned as Southeast Asia’s 
premier holiday island in the sun. 


Side attractions 

Places of interest are many and 
varied in Penang and you are advised 
to visit or write to the Penang 
Development Corporation for details 
of all available attractions as well as 
road maps. This brochure will however 
provide details of the main attractions 
to be seen in Penang. 


The Botanical Gardens 

These gardens are among the finest 
in the country. Set in a valley sur- 
rounded by rolling hills landscaped 
with flowering plants and inhabited by 


friendly monkeys, the Botanical Gardens 


of Penang contain fascinating flora 


collected from various parts of Malaysia. 
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Kek Lok Si Temple and 
Monastery 

Located at the foot of the hills in 
the village of Ayer Itam, this temple 
and monastery complex houses giant- 
sized statues of the Four Heavenly 
Kings in Chinese mythology, who 
guard the northern, southern, eastern 
and western gates of heaven. The 
seven-storied pagoda in this complex 
which rises distinctly into the skyline 
contains Buddha images from numerous 
countries. 


The Snake Temple 

About 14 kilometres to the south of 
Georgetown is the unique Snake 
Temple, dedicated to Chor Soo Kong, 
a Taoist deity whose disciples include 
snakes which you will find coiled on 
incense burners, altars and beams in 
the temple. 


Temples and Other 
Religious Buildings 

Among outstanding religious build- 
ings that should be visited are the 
Kapitan Kling Mosque, Goddess of 
Mercy Temple, the Hindu Nattuk 
Kotdi Temple in Jalan Utama, and 
the Wat Chayamangkalaram which 
has one of the largest reclining 





Buddhas in the country. There are 
also many ornate “kongsi” or com- 
munity houses such as the Khoo Kongsi. 


Penang Hill Railway 

A funicular train takes visitors up 
the 701 metre Penang Hill. From the 
top, a magnificent panorama of sky, 
sea, beaches, junks, fishing boats and 


steamers can be seen spread out below. 


Upon the hill, the temperature drops 
to 18°C. This is a welcome change 
from the often high humidity present 
below. From the lower station at Air 
Itam, there is a half-hourly service 
from 6.30 a.m. to 9.30 p.m. Return 
rates are as follows:

PANGKOR 


ISLAND IN THE SUN 

Lazing in the sun, swimming, 
waterskiing, scuba diving, shell collect- 
ing, coral hunting — these are some of 
the activities that have made the island 
of Pangkor and its smaller neighbours 
wonderful holiday islands. 

There are 2 beaches here more 
pper than most. Pasir Bogak has 

otels and chalets complete with 
facilities for most water sports. There 
is a mini camp, consisting of a few 
triangular-shaped huts with thatched 
roofs, which are rented out to visitors 
at very reasonable rates. 

Pantai Puteri Dewi commonly 
known as Golden Sand has slender 
coconut palms with feather-like leaves 
which form the backdrop to the white, 
soft sandy beach. It offers facilities 
ranging from Malaysian style chalets 
to air-conditioned first class hotels. 

It is an international resort complex 
providing all sea-sport amenities as 
well as pony rides, besides the more 
leisurely pursuit of leading the life of 
a south-east islander. 

For the more adventurous, there 
are speedboats available for exhilarat- 
ing rides to islands like Pulau Pangkor 
Laut, Pulau Mentagor and Pulau 
Sembilan. Emerald Bay is located on 
the seaward side of Pulau Pangkor 
Laut. Many coral seekers come 
here as well as others interested in 
solitude and beauty of sun and 


sea. . nn 


Other attractions 

Lumut — the jumping-off town on 
the mainland to Pangkor Island — is 
well-known for its picturesque sea 
front and is the venue of the annual 
Sea Carnival which attracts thousands 
of visitors each year. 

Besides sea sport events, cultural 
shows are presented during the carnival. 

On the east side of Pangkor Island 
itself, about 3.2 kilometres south of 
Pangkor village and easily accessible 
by road, is Teluk Gedong (Godown 








Map of Pangkor Island. 
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Bay), so called because in the 18th 
century, the Dutch had a godown 
there. The remains of the fort 
constructed in 1690 to guard the ~ 
southern entrance to the Dinding 
Channel are still standing strong. 
Nearby is a rock showing many 
interesting carvings done by the Dutch 
soldiers who manned the fort. 

The fishermen’s villages here are 
also of great interest to visitors who 
like to photograph the boats and junks 
with fishermen mending nets alongside 
the picturesque thatched houses. 


How to get there 

At present there are no regular 
air services to Lumut or Pangkor 
but charter flights can normally be 
arranged through the Flying Clubs of 
Perak, Penang and Kuala Lumpur, to 
Sitiawan Airstrip, 11 kilometres from 
‘Lumut. 


By road, Pangkor is easily accessible 


from the towns of Ipoh, Taiping and 
Kuala Kangsar on the main north/ 
south highway. There are regular 
express bus services from Kuala 
Lumpur, Ipoh and Butterworth to 
Lumut. A half-hour ferry ride from 
Lumut will bring you to Pangkor 
Island. The '2 hourly services start at 
8.00 a.m. and end at 6.45 p.m.

One of the best known of Malaysia’s 
sea-side resorts and Tero the 
favourite playground of Malaysians 
during their holidays and weekends, is 
Port Dickson with its eighteen kilo- 
metres of gently sloping beaches 
shades by tall, feathery casuarina 
and banyan trees.

Side attractions 

Excursions can be made from Port 
Dickson to Cape Rachado, where 
there is a light-house. From here the 
magnificent coastline can be seen and, 
on clear days, the outline of Sumatra, 
Indonesia.

D members of the Port Dickson 
Club which usually holds races and 
cruises. 


Port Dickson is only about two 
hours drive by car from the Federal 
Capital, Kuala Lumpur, six hours 
from Singapore and about an hour's 
drive from Malacca. Stop by the 
picturesque town of Seremban with its 
park-like lake gardens, its handsome 
new mosque and the quaint Negri 
houses with their huge gabled, aes 
shaped roofs. 

The road through Malacca affords 
the opportunity to discover ancient 
Malay, Chinese, Portuguese and 
Dutch relics of this historic city.

Along this golden shore unmarred 
and unsullied by commercialism, you 
can have the immense breadth of a 
glittering beach to enjoy before you 
reach the rolling surf and clean waters 
of the warm South China Sea.

The more popular spots, from 
south to north are Desaru, Kuantan, 
Cherating, up to the turtle beaches 
of Rantau Abang, Kuala Terengganu 
and Kota Bharu in the north. These 
spots are served with hotels and 
rest houses complete with modern 
amenities. 

Along the East Coast lies inter- 
national resorts such as the Club 
Mediterranee in Cherating, the 
Tanjong Jara Beach Hotel north of 
Dungun, Pantai Primula Hotel — a city 
resort right on the beach, the Hyatt 
Kuantan and Merlin Inn at Telok 
Cempedak and the hotel-resorts in 
Desaru. All these hotels provide inter- 
national class accommodation with 
facilities that includes swimming pool, 
restaurants, sea-sports and other out- 
door activities. 


Side attractions 

The East Coast is a land of enchant- 
ment for, apart from the beaches, it is 
the home of many Malaysian arts and 
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crafts. Here, the farmers fly giant kites, 
pitch their skills in playing out-sized 
tops, entertain fellow villagers with 
various cultural performances includ- 
ing the famous Wayang Kulit (Shadow 
Play). The East Coast too is the home 
of songket (Malaysian brocade) weavers, 
batik printers and painters, and 
craftsmen of Malaysia’s famous silver- 
ware. 

A visit to the East Coast would be 
delightfully interesting for here one 
can watch the traditional craftsmen at 
work or perhaps purchase original 
pieces of souvenir items at bargain 
prices. 

A must, from May to agi, pa 
is “turtle-watching”. 1.5 to 2.5 metres 
long with a 2.5 metre flipper span, 
the leathery turtle (Dermonchely 
coriacea), believed extinct, was re- 
discovered in 1952 breeding on the 
beach in Rantau Abang. 

Each year from the months of May 
to September, the turtles leave their 
homes to lay their egrs on the shores 
of the East Coast, particularly in 
Rantau Abang. Each turtle lays an 
ane of a hundred eggs, each the 
size of a ping-pong ball. Watching and 
waiting for a turtle to clamber up the 
shore to lay its eggs is an unforgetable 
experience. 


How to get there 

Malaysian Airline System services 
the towns of Kota Bharu. Kuala 
Terengganu, Kuantan and Johor 
Bahru. The East Coast line of the 
Malayan Railway begins at Gemas, 
south of Kuala Lumpur, and goes . 
through picturesque mountain and 
jungle scenery. 

Motor tourists can drive from 
Singapore through Johor Bahru to 
Mersing and on to Kota Bharu close 
to the Thai border in the north; from 
Kuala Lumpur to Kuantan and either 
up north to Kota Bharu or south to 
Johor Bahru. 

Express bus services are also avail- 
able from Kuala Lumpur to these East 
Coast towns.
